To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  19&3. 
The  following  subjects  merit  special  mention: 

Vital  Statistics 


The  population  figure  is  based  on  a calculation  by  the 
Registrar  General.  This  shows  an  increase  of  399. 

The  births  are  down  by  2^8  and  the  deaths  up  by  19. 

172  of  the  432  total  deaths  were  aged  75  and  over. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  has  decreased  from 
24  to  13. 

Infectious  Diseases 


The  majority  of  the  notifications  received  were  for  measles. 
The  food  poisoning  notifications  concerned  individual  cases  and 
not  outbreaks.  One  was  confirmed  bacteriologically.  The  notif- 
ication of  anthrax  led  to  an  investigation  into  animal  feeding 
stuffs  in  an  attempt  to  find  the  cause  but  nothing  definite 
emerged. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  previous  level  has  been  maintained  but,  for  complete 
security  it  is  felt  that  approximately  ~JOfo  of  the  child  population 
should  be  fully  immunised. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 


The  demand  for  this  form  of  vaccination  remains  high.  The 
oral  method  is  popular  with  the  public.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
here  that  it  is  now  considered  advisable  to  give  a booster  dose  to 
children  just  before  starting  school  in  the  same  way  as  is  done 
for  diphtheria. 

Tuberculosis 


The  incidence  of  new  cases  remains  low.  The  response  to  the 
offer  of  BCG  vaccination  to  teenage  school-children  remains  good. 
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The  Elderly  and  Infirm 


As  in  previous  years  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in 
investigating  problems  associated  with  the  elderly  and  chronic 
sick*  From  time  to  time  requests  were  received  for  support  in 
expediting  admissions  to  institutions.  The  length  of  waiting 
lists  was  the  main  limiting  factor.  In  certain  cases  requests 
were  received  for  support  of  applications  for  transfer  from 
County  Council  homes  to  an  institution  nearer  the  individual’s 
old  home  and  friends. 

From  the  welfare  angle  it  was  obvious  that  an  increasing 
amount  of  work  was  being  done  voluntarily  by  individuals  e.g. 
neighbours  and  relatives  and  also  by  a diversity  of  voluntary 
organizations.  It  is  important  to  realise  that  any  attempt  at 
co-ordinating  these  efforts  shall  arise  spontaneously  from 
voluntary  sources  and  shall  in  no  way  suggest  official  direction. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  no  official  action  under  Section  47 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act  was  necessary,  but  informal  action 
was  taken  towards  securing  "care  and  attention"  in  a number  of 
cases • 

G-roup  Housing  for  the  Aged 

The  experience  of  the  Moat  House  bungalow  scheme  in  Pughe’s 
Close,  Burbage  led  the  Council  to  consider  a similar  project  in 
conjunction  with  the  County  Council  at  Barwell. 

Maternity  Accommodation 

Further  to  last  year’s  report  during  1963  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  established  an  Ante-natal  Clinic  at  Hinckley  Hospital, 
attended  by  the  George  Eliot  Hospital  Consultant  for  the  benefit  of 
expectant  mothers  who  had  booked  accommodation  at  Nuneaton. 

Dental  Treatment 


With  the  advent  of  a School  Dental  Officer  and  the  entry  of 
more  dental  practitioners  to  the  town  the  situation  improved 
considerably. 

Accident  Prevention 

The  Hinckley  Urban  District  Home  Safety  Committee  (Chairman 
Councillor  J.  G.  S.  Tompkins)  supported  by  the  District  and  County 
Councils  continued  to  issue  propaganda  in  the  form  of  posters, 
displays  and  talks  to  various  meetings. 
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The  Swimming  Bath 


From  time  to  time  comment  was  aroused  on  the  level  of 
chlorination  of  the  swimming  hath  water.  It  was  felt  however 
that  the  present  level  (which  is  periodically  checked  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory)  is  quite  satisfactory  and  makes  for 
safety  of  bathers  from  the  spread  of  infectious  disease.  During 
the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  consideration  of  improving 
and  enlarging  the  accommodation  for  bathers. 

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year,  on  the  advice  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  Council  expressed  its  support  for  the  proposal  that  the  level 
of  fluoride  in  drinking  water  should  be  adjusted  to  1 part  per 
million  in  order  to  prevent  dental  decay  in  children. 

In  addition  to  fluoridation,  chlorination  was  considered  by 
the  staff  of  the  public  health  department,  which  is  still  delib- 
erating over  the  problem  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  desirable  to 
have  a small  residuum  of  free  chlorine  in  the  drinking  water  as 
delivered  at  the  consumer*  s tap.  In  the  event  of  any  appreciable 
incidence  of  water-borne  disease  one  would  consider  such  a state 
of  the  water  to  be  desirable,  but,  owing  to  long  lengths  of  distrib- 
ution mains  it  is  understood  that  there  are  big  practical  diffic- 
ulties. 

Lay-by  Sanitation 

Hinckley,  with  its  trunk  roads,  will  ultimately  be  confronted 
with  the  question  of  provision  of  sanitary  facilities  for  the  many 
car  and  commercial  vehicle  passengers  passing  through  the  district. 

It  is  important,  in  order  to  prevent  a large  build-up  of  parked 
vehicles  in  built-up  areas,  that  some  sanitary  facilities  should 
be  sited  near  the  popular  stopping  places  in  the  open  country.  A 
commercial  firm  has  recently  perfected  a "self  emptying"  sanitation 
system  which  produces  a sterile  effluent  by  a chemical  method. 

Such  a system  is  now  in  operation  on  the  A. 40  trunk  road  in  Oxfordshire. 
This  is  a problem  for  the  near  future.  District  Council,  Highway 
and  Planning  Authorities  are  all  involved. 

General 


The  year  under  consideration  started  with  several  weeks  of 
intense  cold,  when  many  people  experienced  hardship  in  connection 
with  shortage  of  water  and  sanitation  difficulties. 

Various  welfare  organizations  put  in  a considerable  amount  of 

work.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 

Public  Health  Inspection  Department. 

Housing; 

(a)  Survey 

The  General  Housing  Survey  began  on  1st  May  and 
reasonable  progress  was  made.  Survey  work  was  done 
intermittently  as  other  duties  allowed.  I had  hoped 
that  we  should  have  been  able  to  concentrate  on  this 
work  to  get  the  Survey  completed  expeditiously  but  this 
was  not  possible.  When  the  first  phase  has  been  completed, 
the  Survey  to  classify  those  streets  or  areas  most  worth 
improving  and  the  number  of  Houses  let  in  Multiple  Occup- 
ation will  then  be  commenced. 

(b)  Slum  Clearance 

For  the  first  year  since  1947  no  clearance  areas 
were  being  prepared  for  action  under  Part  III  of  the 
Housing  Act  1957. 

(c)  Improvement  Grants 

(i)  Standard 

More  private  houses  were  improved  than  last  year. 
Useful  progress  is  being  made  through  this  administration 
towards  improving  and  maintaining  the  stock  of  houses  in 
the  district. 

(ii)  Discretionary 

Whilst  much  time  has  been  spent  in  dealing  with 
enquiries  regarding  Discretionary  Grants,  no  actual  grant 
was  made, 

(d)  Environmental  Sanitation 


That  part  of  the  Urban  District  adjoining  the  A,5« 
Watling  Street  was  often  under  consideration  in  the 
following  respects 
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(i)  Sewage  Disposal 


The  disposal  of  sewage  from  premises  and  cafes  on 
the  southern  side  of  the  Wolvey  Hoad  junction,  and  on  the 
northern  side  of  the  Coventry  Road  junction  were  sources 
of  complaint.  Steps  have  "been  taken  to  abate  the  nuisances 
and  whilst  the  occupiers  have  spent  fairly  considerable  sums 
trying  to  do  this,  the  only  satisfactory  solution  will  be 
for  the  properties  in  both  districts  to  be  connected  to  the 
townh  sewerage  system. 

(ii)  Lay-bys 

The  lay-by,  north  of  the  Lime  Kilns  Railway  Bridge  is 
about  233  yards  long,  the  ground  behind  this  being  enclosed 
by  an  uncut  thorn  hedge.  The  ditch  and  adjoining  ground  is 
used,  mainly  by  vehicle  users,  as  a dumping  ground  for  all 
kinds  of  rubbish,  containers  and  filth.  Conditions  exist, 
one  normally  associates  with  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
early  19th  century.  Much  has  recently  been  said  in  Parliament 
and  elsewhere  about  similar  conditions  and  whilst  talk  is 
going  on  as  to  the  responsibility  of  providing  and  maintaining 
sanitary  facilities  these  potential  dangers  to  public  health 
continue . 

(e)  Food  Complaints 

The  number  received  was  slightly  less  than  last  year. 

The  Health  Committee  decided  proceedings  should  be  instituted 
in  seven  cases.  Most  of  the  defendants  put  in  pleas  of  ‘guilty’ . 
I have  doubts  whether  prosecution  is  the  most  satisfactory 
solution  to  the  problem  of  foreign  objects  in  food  etc.  but 
at  present  cannot  think  of  any  effective  alternative. 

(f)  Meat  Inspection 

The  1963  Regulations  making  meat  inspection  obligatory 
came  into  operation  on  1st  October.  One  hundred  per  cent 
meat  inspection  has  always  been  done  here.  The  new  system 
does  however  take  longer  to  operate.  I was  pleased  the 
Health  Committee  decided  not  to  charge  for  meat  inspection 
and  accepted  the  view  that  this  service  was  a measure  of 
public  health  protection  for  the  community. 

(g)  Staff 


The  staff  of  the  department  have  done  their  best  to  meet 
all  calls  upon  them  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  so. 
Duties  are  being  dealt  with  on  a priority  basis. 
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(h)  Conclusion 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  subsequent  pages  of  the  report 
much  has  been  done,  and  progress  made,  over  many  fields  during 
the  year. 

I would  express  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr,  Chairman  and  to 
the  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  continued  support. 

My  thanks  also  to  Dr.  Kershaw  for  his  helpful  co-operation, 
to  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their  support,  to  Mr.  Whitmore, 
my  deputy  and  to  Mrs.  Clark  who  have  been  largely  responsible 
for  assembling  and  preparing  the  report.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

51  samples  of  town  water  were  submitted  for  "bacteriological 
examination  and  3 samples  for  chemical  analysis.  All  these 
samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

In  addition  31  samples  were  submitted  for  determination  of 
the  free  chlorine  content,  26  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  3 to  the  Coventry  City  Analyst.  Some  disquiet  was  caused 
by  the  minimal  amount  or  on  occasions  lack  of  free  residual 
chlorine  found  in  these  samples,  giving  an  inadequate  safety 
factor  in  case  of  possible  damage  to  the  mains  etc.  The  matter 
was  subsequently  discussed  informally  with  the  Water  Board’s 
Engineer  and  Manager  and  his  Chief  Chemist.  Hinckley  is  situate 
near  the  end  of  long  supply  mains  and  there  are  practical  diffic- 
ulties in  providing  intermediate  stations  for  the  addition  of 
booster  doses  of  chlorine.  The  Engineer  did,  however  welcome  our 
frequent  sampling  as  a regular  check  on  the  supply  and  requested 
immediate  notification  to  him  of  any  samples  found  to  contain 
presumptive  b.coli.  He  agreed,  should  the  need  ever  arise,  to 
give  additional  booster  dosage  of  chlorine  at  any  point  in  the 
district  where  it  may  be  necessary. 

Examination  of  Drinking  Water  Supplies 

(a)  Town  Water 

51  bacteriological  and  3 chemical  samples  were  taken  and 

were,  as  reported  above,  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  Well  Water 


46  samples  of  shallow  well  water  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  44  being  reported  as  satisfactory  and 
2 were  unsatisfactory.  The  2 unsatisfactory  samples  were 
from  the  well  of  a transport  cafe  where  chlorination  of  the 
supply  is  carried  out.  One  was  due  to  the  reduction  in  the 
dosage  of  hypochlorite  following  complaints  by  customers  of 
the  taste  of  chlorine  and  the  other  was  due  to  a fault  in 
the  dosage  process.  These  matters  were  remedied  forthwith 
and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  3 
samples  were  taken  from  this  transport  cafe  consisting  of  an 
admixture  of  the  well  water  with  town  water  due  to  a shortage 
of  water  in  the  well.  Town  water  was  transported  to  the 
premises  for  a temporary  period.  These  samples  were  satis- 
factory. 
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Two  well  supplies  were  discontinued  during  the  year,  being 
replaced  by  a piped  mains  water  supply. 

Water  Supply  to  Dwelling  Houses  in  the  District 

Of  the  42,000  persons  living  in  the  14,102  houses  in  the 
Urban  District , 41,808  living  in  14,012  houses  have  an  internal 
piped  supply  of  mains  water,  39  people  in  22  houses  have  their 
supplies  from  external  standposts  and  153  people  in  the  remaining 
68  houses  are  dependent  on  well  or  spring  supplies. 

A further  reduction  has  been  obtained  in  the  number  of 
external  standpost  supplies  due  to  Clearance  Area  procedure. 

Well  supplies  were  replaced  by  a piped  mains  water  supply  in 
two  cases. 

A total  of  2,688  yards  of  new  water  main  was  laid  by  the 
Water  Undertaking,  1,908  yards  being  laid  in  asbestos  cement 
pipes , 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


By  extending  an  existing  sewer  in  Ashby  Road,  a large  joint 
cesspool  serving  14  houses  and  a public  house  was  abolished,  thus 
abating  the  periodic  effluvial  nuisance  caused  by  emptying  this 
cesspool  situated  in  a built  up  area. 

A sewerage  scheme  for  the  Nutts  Lane  area  is  in  course  of 
preparation,  but  no  progress  has  yet  been  made  towards  a scheme 
for  sewering  Wykin  Village. 

The  18"  storm  water  sewer  to  relieve  flooding  in  the  Hawley 
Road  area  is  being  laid. 

3.  CESSPOOLS 


There  are  33  septic  tanks  and  106  cesspools  in  the  district 
serving  1 69  premises,  mainly  at  premises  out  of  reach  of  the  public 
sewers.  Emptying  of  these  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  is  undertaken 
by  the  Council  on  payment,  a mechanical  suction  vehicle  being 
employed  for  -the  purpose, 

4.  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  16,380  water  closets  in  the  district  and  90  pail 
closets,  the  latter  being  mainly  at  isolated  premises  out  of 
reach  of  the  public  sewer.  Five  pail  closets  were  converted  to 
water  closets  during  the  year. 
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5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


This  service  Is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  and  the  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  hy 
direct  labour. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  land 
in  the  Earl  Shilton  Ward. 

Trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  partially  controlled  tipping 
on  land  in  the  Barwell  Ward.  A considerable  amount  of  combustible 
material  is  sorted  and  burned  at  this  tip,  and  as  no  incinerator 
is  available  this  is  burned  in  open  heaps,  often  with  the  possib- 
ility of  nuisance  to  neighbouring  built  up  areas,  reference  to 
this  being  made  in  the  report  on  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  in  use,  composed  of 
three  large  S.D.  rear  loading  vehicles  and  four  Karrier  Bantam 
side  loading  vehicles. 

Salvage  in  the  form  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  is  collected 
by  open  lorry  from  trade  premises. 

Whilst  a weekly  collection  is  aimed  at  this  is  difficult  to 
maintain  with  the  result  that  collections  are  often  at  ten  day 
or,  on  occasions,  even  greater  intervals. 

Visits  are  made  and  treatment  carried  out  as  necessary  to 
control  vermin  infestations  which  may  occur  at  the  tips. 

6.  DUSTBINS 


285  visits  were  made  to  145  premises  regarding  the  renewal 
of  defective  dustbins.  At  122  of  these  premises  new  dustbins 
were  provided,  whilst  in  8 other  cases  unsatisfactory  bins  were 
suitably  repaired.  15  dustbins  were  still  in  need  of  renewal  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to 
statutory  proceedings  to  obtain  the  renewal  of  dustbins, 

7.  INSPECTION  OF  AREA 


Complaints 

397  recorded  complaints  were  received, 

214  concerned  infestations  of  rats,  mice,  beetles,  etc.

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9.  SUMMARY  ACTION 


Proceedings  were  instituted  in  5 cases  under  Section  2.  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  in  2 cases  under  Regulation  27(1 ) 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959.  Fines  were 
imposed  in  each  instance.  Further  details  will  he  found  in  the 
section  of  the  report  dealing  with  Food  Complaints. 

10.  SHOPS  ACT 


76  visits  were  made  to  56  shoxos.  The  attention  of  the 
shopkeepers  was  drawn  to  55  contraventions,  these  being  in  the 
main  failure  to  exhibit  the  requisite  forms  and  notices.  Fifteen 
contraventions  were  abated  during  the  year. 

Following  receipt  of  a complaint  of  Sunday  sales  observation 
was  kept  on  the  premises  of  one  boot  and  shoe  retailer  during  one 
Sunday  morning  when  the  sale  of  shoes  to  the  public  was  noted. 

The  retailer  was  seen  and  a report  placed  before  the  Health 
Committee  and  on  their  instructions  a letter  was  sent  warning 
him  that  any  future  contravention  would  result  in  prosecution. 

1 1 .  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  are  14  sites  in  the  Urban  District  licensed  for  single 
van  occupation.  Four  sites  are  occupied  where  planning  permission 
is  awaited. 

Three  new  applications  for  site  licences  were  made,  one  being 
issued.  The  site  proposed  in  one  application  was  refused  planning 
permission  and  a planning  decision  is  still  awaited  in  respect  of 
the  third  site. 

Five  sites  were  vacated  during  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  fire  hazard  associated  with  moveable  dwellings 
it  was  decided  that  leaflets  setting  out  fire  safety  precautions 
should  be  issued  to  all  occupiers  of  moveable  dwellings,  this  was 
done  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter. 

During  the  year  one  complaint  was  received  of  the  abnormally 
large  accumulation  of  refuse  left  by  itinerant  van  dwellers  who 
had  parked  on  the  roadside  verge  near  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
district.  Workmen  from  the  Surveyor’s  Dept,  were  called  in  to 
remove  the  accumulation. 
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The  only  permanent  solution  to  the  itinerant  van  dweller 
problem  is  to  get  the  children  of  school  age  to  attend  school 
regularly  to  prepare  them  to  hold  down  a job  and  to  get  them 
assimilated  into  the  normal  way  of  life.  This  cannot  be  done 
until  the  parents  obtain  a licensed  site  and  take  steps  to 
comply  with  reasonable  sanitary  code  conditions  and  ultimately 
obtain  a settled  home. 

12.  REGULATED  BUILDINGS 

There  are  no  offensive  trade  premises  in  the  district. 

13.  PET  ANIMALS  ACT 

There  are  now  two  premises  licensed  under  this  Act,  one 
less  than  last  year.  Both  premises  were  inspected  during  the 
year  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

14.  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951 

Five  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  for  upholstering 

etc. 

15.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 

76  recorded  observations  were  made  on  chimneys  at  14  premises 
and  255  visits  were  made  for  smoke  control  purposes.  The  obser- 
vations revealed  excessive  smoke  emissions  on  6 occasions  at  5 
different  premises.  In  addition  320  test  plates  were  put  down  in 
connection  with  grit  or  soot  nuisances  at  3 premises,  A number 
of  these  plates  revealed  deposits  of  sufficient  quantity  to  cause 
concern. 

4 smoke  nuisances  were  abated  by  various  means  as  follows 

Adjustments  to  plant  . . 2 

Ceasing  to  burn  waste  materials  . . 2 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  the  smoke  nuisance 
caused  by  the  burning  of  industrial  waste  at  the  Council *s  trade 
tip  in  Stapleton  Lane,  Barwell.  Burning  is  carried  out  daily  and 
instructions  are  given  that  no  fires  should  be  lit  when  the  wind 
direction  is  such  that  a smoke  nuisance  is  likely  to  be  caused 
to  householders  in  the  neighbourhood.  Although  these  instructions 
are  carried  out,  it  is  of  course  impossible  to  control  wind 
direction  and  nuisances  do  occur,  especially  in  the  evenings  when 
fires  are  still  smouldering.  The  Health  Committee  considered  the 
problem  and  passed  a recommendation  to  the  Estates  and  Works 
Committee  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  purchase  of  a suitable 
incinerator. 
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Some  nuisance  occurred  during  the  year  from  fires  lit  on 
demolition  sites  to  dispose  of  surplus  combustible  rubble.  One 
large  demolition  firm  was  contacted  following  one  serious  nuisance 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  they  have  agreed  not  to  light  any 
further  fires  on  demolition  sites  in  this  district. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  on  determining  the  necessary 
height  of  chimneys  under  Section  10.  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  where 
plans  are  submitted  for  byelaw  approval  in  respect  of  industrial 
premises.  4 heights  have  been  fixed  following  plan  submission  but 
in  addition  many  informal  enquiries  have  been  made  by  Architects 
and  Builders  in  connection  with  premises  where  installation  of 
new  plant  is  being  considered. 

16.  ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN 

185  visits  have  been  made  to  80  premises  for  the  treatment 
and  eradication  of  insect  pests  and  vermin  other  than  rats  and 
mice.  Two  cases  of  minor  infestations  by  bed  bugs  were  success- 
fully dealt  with,  the  bulk  of  the  other  infestations  were  for 
ants,  beetles  and  wasps'  and  bees’  nests. 

17.  VERMINOUS  EERSONS 

No  verminous  persons  were  treated  at  the  Cleansing  Centre.

The  work  of  providing  the  amenities  was  satisfactorily 
completed  in  respect  of  92  private  houses  during  the  year 
and  in  addition  67  Council  houses  were  provided  with  the 
Standard  amenities.

19  cattle  were  found  to  be  infested  with  cysticercus  bovis 
and  314  lbs.  of  offal  was  condemned  due  to  this  condition. 

4 carcases  infested  with  viable  cysts  were  placed  in  cold 
storage  and  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more  than  20  F.  for 
21  days  prior  to  release  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

(c)  Meat  Inspection 

A total  of  9332  animals  was  inspected,  1 ton  18  cwts.  1 qtr. 

9 lbs,  of  meat  and  offal  was  condemned.  The  number  of  animals 
killed  showed  a decrease  on  last  year’s  figures  but  9 cwts.  more 
meat  and  offal  was  condemned. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  19&3  became  operative  on  1st 
October  and  were  duly  implemented. 

After  due  consideration  of  all  aspects  it  was  decided  that 
no  charge  should  be  made  for  meat  inspection  carried  out  during 
normal  working  hours  but  that  the  maximum  charge  be  made  in  respect 
of  meat  which  it  was  necessary  to  inspect  outside  these  hours. 

A completely  new  departure  has  been  the  stamping  of  all  carcase 
meat  inspected  and  released  as  fit  for  human  consumption.  This, 
coupled  with  the  detailed  inspection  laid  down  by  the  Regulations 
has  made  it  essential  to  spend  increased  time  on  meat  inspection 
duties. 

It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  "Memo  3.  (Meat)",  which  set  out 
a standard  of  meat  inspection  but  which  had  no  legal  force  has 
been  included  in  the  new  Regulations.  Some  form  of  meat  marking 
has  been  advocated  for  many  years  and  its  introduction  is  designed 
to  secure  100%  meat  inspection  throughout  the  country,  as  has  always 
been  the  practice  in  this  district. 

It  is  felt  that  some  limitation  of  slaughtering  hours  could 
well  have  been  included  in  the  Regulations.  The  system  of  meat 
inspection  charges  we  have  adopted  does,  however,  discourage  out 
of  hours  slaughtering. 

(d)  Other  Food

stuffs was  condemned  and  disposed  of  by  piercing  the  tins,  staining 
of  certain  foods  and  then  burying  or  burning  them  at  one  of  our 
refuse  disposal  tips.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


The  five  lioensed  slaughterhouses  have  "been  maintained  and 
operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

The  chilled  hanging  room  at  one  premises  is  now  not  big 
enough  for  the  throughput  and  is  to  be  enlarged.  One  complaint 
was  received  of  a smoke  nuisance  from  the  chimney  at  a slaughter- 
house, the  occupier  was  seen  and  there  has  been  no  recurrence. 

14  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  apart  from  those  when 
the  premises  were  visited  for  meat  inspection  purposes. 

29.  KNACKERS  YARD 

The  licensed  knackers  yard  is  conducted  and  maintained  in 
a satisfactory  manner. 

7 inspections  of  the  premises  were  made  and  the  attention  of 
the  occupier  was  drawn  to  three  items  of  maintenance. 

389  animals  were  dealt  with,  93  being  alive  when  collected 
and  296  dead. 

30.  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

15  Licensed  Clubs  were  inspected  following  applications  for 
registration  under  section  27  of  the  Licensing  Act  1961,  to 
ascertain  whether  they  were  suitable  and  convenient  regarding 
their  character  and  condition.  All  were  satisfactory. 

The  system  of  self  service  supermarkets  continue  to  make 
progress.  In  an  effort  to  compete  with  the  very  large  supermarkets 
which  sell  almost  every  imaginable  item  of  food,  many  smaller  food 
traders  are  now  converting  quite  small  shops  into  miniature  super- 
markets with  pleasing  hygienic  improvements.  The  days  of  the  small 
front  rocm  shop  appear  numbered.  The  majority  of  housewives  now 
prefer  to  use  bright,  attractive  hygienic  shops  and  I think  it 
would  be  advantageous  to  individual  traders  if  they  could  throw 
open  to  customers,  at  times  which  would  not  interfere  with  their 
business,  the  various  preparation  rooms  and  stores  behind  their 
shops.  Discriminative  buying  can  be  most  effective  in  maintaining 
the  high  standards  of  hygiene  which  are  so  necessary  in  food 
handling.

In  seven  of  the  1 3 cases  prosecutions  were  instituted 
compared  with  two  prosecutions  during  last  year.  The  Health 
Committee  decided  in  the  remaining  six  cases  that  warning 
letters  should  be  sent  to  the  vendors  or  manufacturers  concerned 
advising  them  that  a recurrence  may  lead  to  summary  proceedings. 
Details  of  the  prosecutions  are  as  follows s- 
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(a)  Bottle  of  Pasteurising;:  Milk  containing;  plastic  toys 


When  using  this  bottle  of  milk  the  consumer  discovered  the 
presence  of  plastic  models  of  2 geese,  a gosling  and  a mountain 
goat.  The  dairy  firm  concerned  was  prosecuted  under  section  2. 
of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1955,  a conviction  was  obtained  and  a 
fine  of  £10  with  £l/5/0  costs  was  imposed. 

(b)  Skinless  Beef  Sausages  with  Mould  Formation 

The  retailers  were  prosecuted  under  section  2.  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act  1 955,  they  pleaded  guilty  and  a fine  of  £20  with 
8/-  costs  was  imposed. 

(c)  Loaf  of  Bread  with  Dark  Stained  Areas 


This  sliced  loaf  delivered  by  a bakery  roundsman  was  found 
to  contain  considerable  areas  of  dark  markings.  The  bakery 
concerned  was  prosecuted  under  section  2.  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act  1955,  they  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £10  with  £1  costs. 

(d)  Jar  of  Mincemeat  containing  Match  and  Bristle 

The  retailer  was  prosecuted  under  section  2.  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act  1955*  in  respect  of  this  sealed  jar  of  mincemeat. 
He  successfully  joined  the  manufacturers  in  the  prosecution  and 
was  himself  discharged.  The  case  continued  against  the  manufact- 
urers who  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £5  together  with  the 
retailer’s  advocate's  fee  £7/7/0  and  £1/10/0  witnesses  costs. 

(e)  Cake  with  Mould  Formation 


The  retailers  were  prosecuted  under  section  2.  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act  1955*  and  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £10. 

(f ) Dirty  Milk  Bottle 

The  dairy  concerned  was  successfully  prosecuted  under  Reg- 
ulation 27(l)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959. 

A plea  of  guilty  was  entered  and  a fine  of  £15  was  imposed. 

(g)  Milk  Bottle  containing  Plastic  Cross 

The  dairy  concerned  in  case  (f)  was  again  prosecuted  for  this 
offence  under  Regulation  27(l)  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regul- 
ations 1959,  they  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £10  with  £1  /5/0 
costs.

Cases  (a)  (f)  and  (g)  were  clearly  cases  of  human  failure 
in  checking  before  and  after  cleansing  in  the  bottle  washing 
machine , and  during  bottling.  In  the  absence  of  electronic 
equipment  on  the  plants  the  persons  engaged  in  the  various  oper- 
ations have  need  for  constant  vigilance  in  spotting  unsatisfactory 
bottles  and  the  speed  of  machine  bottling  is  such  that  a momentary 
lapse  may  mean  an  unsatisfactory  bottle  passing  through.  The 
milk  roundsman  should  also  be  alert  when  delivering  supplies,  as 
with  reasonable  vigilance  he  could  prevent  such  bottles  from  being 
left  with  the  consumer.  Much  of  the  blame  can  also  be  attached 
to  the  consumer,  however,  misuse  of  milk  bottles  is  still  com -.con 
and  many  bottles  have  to  be  broken  at  the  dairies  as  their  clean- 
sing is  almost  impossible. 

Cases  (b)  and  (e)  are  examples  of  bad  stock  control.  Too 
often  effective  stock  rotation  is  not  maintained,  stock  may  be 
sold  out  of  rotation,  its  shelf  life  is  exceeded  and  mould  formation 
commences. 

Case  (c)  appears  to  have  been  a breakdown  of  hygiene  in  the 
manufacturing  process  and  (d)  springs  from  the  careless  use  of 
matches  by  an  employee  and  could  indicate  the  possibility  of 
smoking  being  carried  on  during  manufacture. 

Prosecution  is  no  doubt  a deterrent  in  certain  cases  and  the 
resultant  publicity  could  act  as  a warning  to  others.  A plea  of 
guilty  is  however  usually  entered,  the  case  is  quickly  disposed  of 
and  newspaper  publicity  is  therefore  at  a minimum.  Many  firms 
seem  to  treat  such  cases  as  a business  hazard  and  the  resulting 
fine  as  an  unavoidable  business  expense. 

Arrangements  between  the  producers  and  retailers  of  food  need 
considerably  tightening  up.  Many  producers  supply  advisory  leaflets 
and  display  cards  to  assist  the  retailer  in  the  correct  storage  and 
handling  of  food  to  ensure  the  food  reaches  the  customer  in  a satis- 
factory condition.  This  type  of  service  could  be  more  greatly  used 
and  reputable  manufacturers  should  satisfy  themselves  that  their 
existing  retail  agencies  follow  such  advice  and  should  be  very 
selective  in  this  respect  when  granting  new  agencies. 


32.  WEEKLY  OPEN  MARKET 


31  inspections  of  the  weekly  open  market  were  made,  the  four 
contraventions  found  being  all  abated.  The  number  of  food  stalls 
varied  from  10  to  14. 

I feel  that  some  better  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the 
collection  of  paper  and  other  waste  from  the  market  stalls  in 
effective  containers  to  avoid  the  unsightly  appearance  of  the  market 
surroundings  on  Monday  evenings  when  the  market  has  closed. 
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33.  FOOD  POISONING 


Two  cases  of  Salmonella  typhi-murium  occurred  during  the 
year.  In  addition  investigations  were  carried  out  at  six  other 
suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning  hut  in  none  of  these  was  a 
causative  agent  identified. 

12  specimens  were  submitted  for  laboratory  examination  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  investigations.

36.  MISCELLANEOUS  DUTIES 

HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS)  ACT,  1952. 

(a)  30  visits  were  made  to  29  premises  and  156  appliances  of 
various  types  were  inspected,  two  appliances  being  found 
to  be  defective.  One  manufacturer  was  written  to 
regarding  the  weak  nature  of  the  fireguard  and  this  type 
of  appliance  is  now  out  of  production. 

(b)  BETTING  AND  GAMING  ACT . 1 960 

No  new  applications  were  received  which  necessitated 
inspection  of  such  premises. 

(c)  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT , 1 963 

This  Act,  which  operates  from  1st  January  1964,  requires 
animal  boarding  establishments  to  be  licensed  by  the  local 
authority. 

The  Council  will  have  a discretion  to  refuse  to  licence  on 
any  ground  but  are  required  to  take  into  consideration: - 

suitability  of  the  accommodation  as  to  construction, 
size,  ventilation,  lighting,  feeding  etc. 

Precaution  against  disease  and  fire  etc. 
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The  Health  Committee  decided  conditions  should  be  prepared 
to  secure  the  objects  set  out  above. 

Two  applications  were  received  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  premises  were  inspected  and  the  Code  Conditions  drawn  to 
the  applicants*  attention, 

(d)  Noise  Abatement  Act 


Thirteen  complaints  were  received  of  various  noise  nuisances. 

Six  of  these  were  of  nuisances  from  industrial  premises, 
concerning  such  things  as  noisy  machinery,  a noisy  oil  burner 
at  a boiler  plant,  noise  from  a steam  exhaust  etc. 

Following  visits  to  the  premises  concerned  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  management  five  of  the  nuisances  were  abated 
at  -the  end  of  the  year  and  work  was  in  hand  to  abate  the  remaining 
nuisance , 

The  remaining  complaints  were  of  nuisances  from  private  house- 
holds, such  as  doer  banging,  wood  chopping,  repairs  being  carried 
out  etc.  This  type  of  complaint  is  more  difficult  to  deal  with 
than  on  industrial  complaint,  the  abatement  being  dependent  on 
the  goodwill  of  neighbours  who  are  often  at  loggerheads  before 
the  complaint  is  made.  The  complaints  were  successfully  dealt, 
with  by  a tactful  chat  with  the  persons  concerned. 


37.  STAFF 

The  number  of  Inspectors  is  one  less  than  the  approved 
establishment. 

A General  Housing  Survey  is  in  progress.  Improvement  Grants 
are  dealt  with,  the  Housing  Act  1961  and  the  Regulations  made  there- 
under have  caused  our  Housing  Survey  to  be  more  comprehensive  and 
therefore  to  take  more  time.  The  Clean  Air  Act  1936  and  many  other 
miscellaneous  Acts  and  Orders  cause  our  duties  to  be  increased  and 
new  Acts  are  to  come  into  operation  during  1964.  This  means  that 
work  has  to  be  dealt  with  on  a priority  basis  and  inevitably  much 
of  it  cannot  be  done.
